3. Report - Lane Drop on Mass. Ave. at Lockeland Ave. 

Based upon the results of this study, the TAC recommends: 

• M aintain the existing lane drop in its existing location without any substantial modifications other than the adjustments to the 
signal and parking already made. 

• Add a solid white edge line along westbound M ass. Ave. from the eastern 

High school entrance to Highland Ave. 

• Add a solid white edge line along eastbound Mass. Ave. from Highland Ave. to Bartlett Street. 

Mrs. Mahon moved approval. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Mrs. Mahon referred to TAC the repainting of the centerline on Schouler Court. 

4. Report - Speeding on Crosby Street 

Based upon the collected data, it was found that vehicle speeds did not exceed the speed limit in the area. With the 
exception of correcting the installation of an improperly located crosswalk warning sign, no significant changes to the area 
are warranted. Based upon the results of this study, the TAC recommends: 

• Relocate the advanced crosswalk warning sign to northbound between College Ave. and Columbia Rd. 

Mr. Hurd moved approval. SO VOTED (5-0) 

5. Stop Sign at Wollaston and Wilbur 

TAC recommends: 

• The Transportation Advisory Committee cannot support placing stop signs at 

intersection.

TAC recommends modifying the stop sign locations to be on Wheeler rather than Dickson. The corners on Wheeler are well 
defined and the placement can be effective.
